The rennion of the two lending bhranches of
the Preabyteriun Ohnreh in the United States
is now practically sn necomplished faot. The
negotintions which have beon pending be.
tween the Gonernl Assemblies of the two

arts, ever since their providentinl meeting

8t. Louis in 1866, baving at last been
brought to a satisfactory termination, have
now been acted upon by the lower jndicato.
ries. The proposal wade was simply that the
reunion be effected upon the basis of the

Holy Seriptures and the originel, unchanged
stapdards of dootrinal governmont of the
Preshvierian Church, ‘This has been for-
mally submitted to the Presbyteries, just as n
constitutional amendment is sont down to the

State Legislatures; and althongh it was not

constitutionally mecessary that there shonld
be more than a majority of Presbytaries in
its favor, the requisition by the Assemblies
that two-thirds of the Presbyteries shounld
ratify has been more than satisflad. The

chief opposition has been in the Old School,
the votes, so far as received, being as fol-

This makes a total of 80 ont of the 115
Preshyteries; but later information warrants
the assurance that the full two-thirds have
positively ratified the Lasis,

The spirit with which the two bodies ap-
proach each other is, of courss, only partially
displayed in these votes, There has been a
pretty strong opposition, during the diseus.
sion of plans of renunion, now thrown aside,
among most of the Northwestern pastors in
the New School: but it is positively under-
stood that that opposition is entirely with-
drawn, and that the attitnde of the Old
Behool, ns shown in the General Assembly
last May, will give general satisfaction to
those parties. Ho far ns ascortained now—
only five Presbyteries remaining to be heard
from—tihere have been but two votes cast on
the New Scliool side (one in AlMany, one in
the District of Columbin) against the reunion,
but not otherwise n Hil‘lgiﬁ voice uplifted,
either in Assembly or Preshyteries, against
reunion on the presont basis. In the Old
School, as the votes show, there is still a very
different sentiment, but many of these are to
be explained. For example, there are several
of the professors in Princeton Seminary (the
chief bulwark of Old School orthodoxy), who
vote in the negative for the sake of consis.
tency with their previons declarations, but
who will not only not stand in the way of the
settlement of affairs, but will sincerely and
heartily aid it. This will be the disposition
(it is believed by those who should know) of
most of the 01d School leaders who have been
prominent in their opposition to the bases of
1867 and 1868,

The Breckinridges do not come into the
new dispensation kindly, The venerable
Dootor, Robert J,, has resigned his professor-
ship at Danville in a characteristic letter, in
which he declares his intention not to sur-
render, as a Director of the institution, his
power of dissent from any action which a
Geoneral Assembly “*whose term of existence
bas been prolonged in so extraordinary a
manner’ may force, or endeavor to force,
upon that school. The fire of animosity
which the Pampresbyterian Convention
(Philadelphia, 1867)kindled in the patriarch's
breast does not seem to be even smouldering;
but he is the only man who has taken a stand
" of unconditional hostility against reunion.
Dr. William Breckinridge, at last accounts,
was preaching against the movement; but
' he has retired from his late prominent posi-
tion in comncil. The redoubtable Stuart
Robinson, who is anti-everything, is of course
yvigorous in his enmity to the work of love;
but he has found cause to bring his Flre
Ohristian Commonwealth to an end (having

'so0ld it to Z%e Chrixtian Obscrver of Rich-

“mond), and has changed editorial for per-
gonal cares, being now in the Northwest
seeking health. R =

The most curious phase of opposition to
the reunion of the Presbyterians comes from
The Chwveh Union, which deprecated the re-
sults of the May Assemblies as indicating an
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exclusive preference for Calvinism over
general Christian charity, and feared an in-
treasing tendency in such a direction. But

#s this seems to call up the whole subject, it
may be remarked that there is a very wide-
spread feeling that this is but the first step
towards Christian reunion; that the end
sought by the Pampresbyterian Convention,
by the recent Evangelical Council in New
York, and by all the “*Christian Conventions’

which in the last two or three years have l"'."".l.
the expression of an ‘‘evangelical-catholic

feeling, 18 nearer, by reason of this reunion
of the New and Old Behool Presbyterians, It
was felt and said, at the first-named Conven-
tion, that rennion umm;,i all Amerimn‘ Pres.

This mutter is waiting, by a sort of general
consent, for the consummation of the Old and
New Behool rennion. After that, some new
developments may be looked for. The singu-
lar, inconsistent conrse of the Refored Pres-
byterisns in 1808, in suspending the very
man—George H, Btuart ~who had been the
mover, in their own previous Sydod, of the

Paropresbyterian Convention, has made the
result of the reunion efforts very different,
without doubt, from what it wonld have natu.
rally been. The more influential portion of
that denomination, as 15 wall known, mnde

common canse with My, Stuart, and have by |

their withdrawal serionsly reduced the size
and yet more wenkened the inflnence and im-
portance of thal denomination, Several con-
grogations of these have already gone elean
over to the bodies now uniting, but more,
perkiaps, are waiting to see their way clearly.
The rennion can hoardly fiil to bring good to
this dismembered portion of the Presbyterian
fnmily,

In (the United Presbyterian Chuareh the war
of Seoteh orthodoxy and American fellow-
ships has also waged severely: and some have
already come from the communion, too, to
the Old or the New School.,  As for the deno-
wination whom we used to know as the
“Duatel,” now *‘the Reformed Churchin Amo-
rica,” there is n decided though still guiet
tendenoy on the part of some of the host min-
inters toward the general reunion. The dis-
sffected., of conrse, stand aloof and do not
fully rejoice in the prospect of the Old and
New rennion, There remain in this calegory
only the “‘Plan-of Union” churches: unless we
consider also the few Welsh Calvinistic Me.
thodists, who may follow the example of their
{ransatlantic brethren  by-and-by, though
they have not begun yet. They are roally
and to all intents Presbyterinns,  The Plan-
of-Union churches are not numerous, lmin;;
still, ns of old, chiefly on those common or
nentral grounds where harmony helps Con-
gregationalism and Presbyterianism beltar
than separation. Such as do still remain will,
it is anticipated, either become fully
Presbyterian, or else go altogether over to
the Uengregationnlists. Of course, the render
will understand that these mixed churches
are all Now, and none Old School. The Pros-
bytery (N, 8.) of Huron did, indeed, eXPress
a somewlnt resolute opinion to Assembly last
spring, denying the right of Assembly to in-
terfere with those churches so gonstituted.
‘There will, however, probably be no difficul-
ties upon this ground. Buch is the relation
whieh the pending rennion of Old and New
Bchools bears to the varions branches of the
Presbyterinn family with which there is any
present hope of union. The Presbyterian
Church South is nnderstood to feel ituelf more
aliennted than ever from its ancient associate,
the Old School branch, now that the latter
has taken the slavery-hating New branch to its
Leart.

The work of practieal rennion has not
been left entirely to the jndicatories, The
organs of the two branches in Cineinnati

The Presbyter, edited by J. G. Monfort,
D. D., Old School, and 7% rdstion Werald,
the Itev. Clement IN, DBabb, New BSehiool

having long heen on terms of warm intimacy,
particularly in the cause of reunion (for
which Dr. Monfort hins been a leading adva-
eate), bave within a month united in one
under the title Presdiytor and Hevadd, and are
endeavoring, with marked sucocess already, to
give the Church a better Presbyterian
(weekly) newspaper than the West has ever
had betore. Thie Novtl- Westeric Pro J;y{.‘y,',;,,‘
a Clicago journal of the MeCormick or
Southern type, has been merged into that
venerable bulwark of the foith (0. 8.) in
Pennsylvania, The Presbyterion, with which
some expect, though perhaps prematurely, to
seo the Philadelphin Now School organ, 7%

Awerican Proshyterian, soon united., 77
Keangedist (N. 8.) and The Obsereer (0, 8.),

both in this city, do not give any indications
of fusion, while both have from the first
heen cordial advoeates of yveunion. /e Pros-
Iyterion has been o cautious friend, but 7o
Awmerican Presbyterion hins been the repre-
sentutive of the Northwest opposition (pre-
vious to this year) in the New School,

Not a few churches, in towns where an
Old and New Church have been neighbors,
have undertaken formal reunion on their own
acconnt, and after the ordinary work of joint
committees, plans of reunion, ete., have
actually come together in advance of presby-
terial or synodical fusion. One of the most
recent cases of this is that of the Church (N,
8.) of Traverse des Sioux, Minn., 45 mem-
bers. and that of St. Peter’s (0. §.). 42
members,

An interesting feature in connection with
the reunion will be the invalidation of such

recedents as have formerly been established
in one branch and not the other. In sither
General Assembly there have heen *‘de-
liverances” npon many subjects which afford
precedent for subsequent cases of a like
nature, By the fourth of the “‘Concurrent
Declarations” appended to the Plan (of 1869),
all such precedents fall to the ground unless
they have been established not in one, bul
in both Assemblies, 'There are, of course, a
groat number of these: but the following will
show the bearing of the “declaration’ upon
some matters in the future polity of the
united Church: — ¢

1. The Old Bchool decided, in 1842, that
marviage with a deceased wife's sister was
unscriptural, This has never been a snbject
of New Bchool action, and the rounion will
therefore relieve that considerable msjority
of Old School people who have long since
conged to believe in this curious doetrine., 2,
Rowan Catholic baptism was declared invalid
by the Old Behool Assembly in 1845 an in-
definite postponement of the subject in the
New School in 1854 will leave this nndecided
in the united body. 3. The Old School con-
demned the practice of sitling in time of
public prayer, and that of the reading of sor-
mong in church by laymen in the absence of
clergymen, in 1844, both of which are com
mon uspges never disconntennnced in the
New School. 4. Bnt most interesting and
important of all are certain *‘deliverances” in
which the former spirit of the Old towards
the New School had its effect, and others
concerning the BSouthern churches, That
action of the Old School majority in 185708,
whish ruled ont the commissioners from five
synods, will, of course, necessarily and pur.
posely become invalid under this plan, thus
making the reunion, in its strictest and most
legal aspect, consist in the mere repeal of the
Exscinding net of 1837. The action of the
Old School Assembly in 1865, too, by which
{he churches adhering to the Rebellion were
eut off from the Church, becomes invalid, as
it of convse had no counterpart in New
